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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed process for the manufacturing a compound of Formula I, or salts, thereof is 
neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest prior art: Medford et al (WO 
98/51662 11-1998), Chidambaram et al (US 6.680381-B2 10-2004) and Aldrich 
(Aldrich Chemical Catalog, 2002, Milwaukee, Wl, pages 187, 1104, 1454 and 1597). 
Applicants have persuasively argued (Page 45 line 2-page 46, line 1 1 ) that one of 
ordinary skill in the art could not consider the various bases (Sodium (hydride), 
magnesium, lithium) as equivalent since they produce differences in reaction result 
which are not predictable and thus would not have been motivated to substitute the 
bases of Chidambaram in the process of Medford. The instantly claimed process is 
therefore patentable over the teachings of Medford, Chidambaram et al and Aldrich, 
the closest prior art.
